CO-OPEHATION. 



The first co-oporutive association form- 
ed in England was watched with great in- 
terest during its incipienoy, bnt so soon 
as Buocess was assured, tho doubt was 
dispelled, and combination on tho part of 
the workers became a distinct foaturo in 
English history. By means of such or- 
ganizations wealtli Las been distributeil 
amongst a greater numbor iintl tho prico 
oiarticles withiu their sphere of iictiou 
has undergonfl considerablo reduction. 
All young countries more or leea suffer 
for want of capital to develop resources 
beyond the ability of individuals to ao- 
comoliBh.and in the absenco of many 
Email aud useful industries heavy imports 
swallow up the productive resonroes of 
such ooantiies, and prevent their pro- 
gression. But by co-operation this can 
be overcome if only oirried out in tho 
spirit and manner required. By co-opct- 
•ation to establish industries, it .« not 
meant to be understood, that indivulnals 
ore expected toinvoat beyond tbcir means, 
and thus run the rink of forfeiting all they 
may have done. Fir.-.t bo assured, thut 
what you are invited to parlieiputo in. 
has a reasonable chance of success, then 
invest, only so much.overand above your 
earniDgs aud axpenses. Never dispose of 
a certainty to nnoertake an uncertainty, 
and never leave for others to do what can 
be better done by yourself. By follo:viuf! 
these general rules a deal of polf reproach 
in after life might be spared, and many 
things would be loft nndoue which are 
generally done first. Hand in hand, the 
people of this country have trodden over 
many uncertainties, but at last are being 
rewarded for th'-ir pluck and endurance, 
and there is nothiuK which will be more 
conducive to the general ^ood, thim a 
combinution of men and mean:*, to utilize 
the raw prcducis of the interior, in the 
manner iudicated, if judgment is used as 
toiho merits of such combinations, Wo 
comijlamof tho pie.seuce of Chiuamea 
yet leave the field clear for Chinese maui- 
pul'ttion. The city abounds wiih Chiue.>-o 
■washbouses, and gives employment to 
hundreds of Clestiuls, whoso chief merit 
iu the busiuess. consists ..f turashiiig the 
clothes to pieces, or destroying them by 
the use of acids. Why should we do this 
•when combinution would establish a 
laundry on such a basis as would render 
Buch people unnecessary. "Wo will 
ply suggest that a company might bo 
formed with a capital of about S5000 to 
be run by water power and under the 
management of women, all the rough 
portion of the labor being performed by 

undertaking to be divided amongst tbe 
owners of thq shares, comprised chiefly of 
householders, hotel «nd restaurant keep- 
ers. By this it will bo seen that wash- 
ing could not only be done properly at a 
cheaper rate, but the division of profits 
would again reduce tbe price of washing 
Btill further, and tbe money thns paid to 
Chinamen, which is taken out of the 
country would remain in circulation hero 
and tho objectionablo element who are 
clinging to the community like barnacles 
would be compelled to go elsewhere. 
Snob a movement we think ought to be 
inaugurated, if we are really desirous of 
mitigating the evil, and Kuch a step, if 
taken, would have a tendency to check 
the influx of that undesirable Addition to 
our popnlulion, which is already setting 
in and tlireateus to be as injurious to us 
as it is elsewhere. Tho country abounds 
with opportunities to invest safely and 
profitably in many things which are in 
great demand, and no doubt, when full 
confidence in the future stability of the 
conntry is estubliahed, even in the most 
skcpticul minds, money will he furthcoiu ■ 
ing from nooks, and crannies, and old 
Stockings, which bus not yet been thought 
of. and tl'e most prudent will become 
leading competitors in tbe work of genor 
al imDroveiuent and the accquiMtion of 
wealth. 

CAUSES oFexplosions in mines. 



ment in favor of the supposition that they 
are preveutiblo, and cannot thcroi'oro bo 
considered as accidents in tho truu aento 
of the term. Wiih tho object of showing 
the connection between explosions and 
favorable atmospheric conditions a gen- 
eral rale was inserted in the Miners' Act 
of 1872 making it compulsory for m'ine- 
owners to place a barometer and thermo- 
meter at the ontrauco to every mine in tho 
coal moasurea. lUias always been d.Ui- 
cult for iniiiin;-? men to give an adecjiiute 
reasoi; for tho extent of great exploHiunr, 
and more especially when it is known that 
immediately beforehand little or no in- 
flammable gas has been prcisent iu the 
workings. Recent investigations into the 
cause of ex|ilo.-.ioiis from lire dacip go to 
prove that thei o is more to be feared iu dry 
mines where tliero is a largo accumulatiou 
of coal duht, than iu damp oui-s, and tliat 
when a okud of coal duat is rai-ed up by 
a fall of roof in air already contuiniug a 
little lire-damp and comes in contact with 
a blasting shot, or a .small local explosion 
of lircdamp, it ignites and become Bclf- 
anstainiuf,'. Hut of many hundreds of 
dump collieries, no great ex|do»ions have 
occurred whilu on tlio other band tho dry 
ones have proved very destructive to hu- 
man life. As ours is a coal producing 
country and its capacity for supplying the 
demand of that commodity is almost un- 
limited, every care and precauJion should 
bo used in the development of our mineral 
wealth by the enforcement of such rules 
iind rc^'n'!ati;);!s us v.'il! le.-son tho evils 
from fxidosions, and render mining nu- 
iler^jround as safe as other branches of in- 
dustry.

Moved by Mr. John Enssolland second- 
ed by Mr. John Murphy, That a com- 
mil'oo be appointed by tlio Chairman to 
draft reaolulions to bo submitted to tho 
meeting. 

Tho following resolutions woro present- 
ed by tho committee and unanimously

That two or more men 
be appointed by the Government for the 
Kt aion to keep tho trails of this district in 
proper repair.* 

2nd. That we ask our repreaentatires to 
urge upon the Govern meut the necessity 
of commeDoing the work on tho intended 
bridges across the Kootenay and St. 
Mary's Rivers as soon as possible. 

3rd. That we regret the Government 
did not comply with tho request of our 
representative, Mr. Chas. Gallagher, 
M.P Pr, in regard to holding a Supreme 
Court in this district during the past 
season. 

4lh. That we instruct our representa- 
tives to ask tho Govornmont to urge upon 

tho Dominion Government tho necessity 
of a monthly mail for this district. 

5tli. Thai wc ask and reiiUQ-t our repro 
sentativcs to support what is known as 
the Carnarvon Toiras of 1871, aud that 
we earnestly call on tho people of this 
Province to stand united and demand of 
the Dominion Government the fnllfilment 
of their contract with us in regard to the 
CP K R. 

Gtl). That wo instruct our roiircseiita- 
lives to ask tho Oovernmont to urge upon 
tho Dominion Government to take our 
gold dust at S18 per oz. (current rate) in 
payment of custom duties. 

7tb. That we instruct our representa- 
tivoa to ask tho Govornmpnt to bavn the 
mining ln^\ s copied, and that a number 
of copies be scut to this district for dis 
tribution.

Locked up Land. 

Editob Colonist: — It is somov/hafc 
strange thatall letters, complaining of the 
land being withdrawn from tho privilege 
of pre-emption, should appear o?i/y in tho 
Siandunl. The suHpense referred to can- 
not be of avoiy serious nature, ioaBmuch 
as most of the laud designatod cannot 
safely bo cultivated for a crop, until ac- 
tion is taken with a view of preventing in- 
undation. 

Purther, the parties from Ontario can- 
not wisely undertake to cultivate the said 

land, until some improvements are etfect- 
ed, whon tlioso who at present occupy all 
the choice sections cousidur it unsafe to 
€!o so. There are several largo land own- 
ers in tho valleys of Ohilliwhack, Sumns 
and Mataqui wiio would soil ot a very 
able price, all the land wbiob the 
Ontario people may require. The Ved- 
(lors and others aro in a position to do so, 
and would only bo too glad to encourage 
bona tide settlers to remain in that locali- 
ty. Neither can it be entertained for a 
single moment that tho Goverumont is 
blameable, since it is acting in conformi- 
ty with tho united wish of the settlers in 
the district complained of. The letter 
which aijpoarcd in tho Slandurd of yestor 
day is evidently the vaporing of somo 
would be 'dog in the mnuger,' who to grati- 
fy either personal revenge, or some other 
undesirable motive, would drive capital 
from the country, prevent improvements, 
and shut out every enterprise which did 
not include him (the writer) in its oiirri- 
culum. It is also more reprohonsiblo on 
the part ot the S/diidanl in, not explain- 
ing the true facts of tho case to its special 
correspondents of that particular olass, 
instead of permitting them in ignorance 
to suppose that the Government is with- 
olding the land from sale or pro-omption, 
for vicious motives instead of in the in 
terost of thi'so who resido there. It baa 
yet to be proven, whether tho S/diidard 
will not endeavor to drive capital away 
from Cariboo with the same rancor as it 
seems to display towards the dyking 
scheme; and it may as well be added that 
it is beneath the dignity of any journal to 
lend itaelf in tho interoatof private pique 
to tho nuuiifest injury of a whole commu- 
nity.

In the early part of November last tho 
Sun printed a description of a now iuvou- 
tion by Mr. Thomas A. E lison, called tha 
apeakiug phonograph. Mr. Edison has 
since made an improvement, and has now 
Buocouded in making an instrument that 
will record aud reproduce any words or 
sounds pronouncod or made within the 
proper distaneo of tho mouthpiece of tho 
apparatus. The apparatus is exceedingly 
simple. It consists of a cylinder four 
inches in diameter and ten inches long 
upon a shaft. A spiral groove, like the 
thread of a screw, is cut in the surface of 
tho cyliuiler from end to end, nnd tho 
same kind of a screw is cut in tho shaft 
carrying it. Over thiscylinder is secured 
a sheet of paper or tinfoil. Immediately 
opposite tho cylinder, on an Upright arm, 
is a sijeaking till \ one end of which is 
closed by a diaiMiragiu. In the centre of 
the diaphragm is a !-mall point, like that 
of a pin, arranged t-o as to be cii^ctly op- 
posite tiiu greovuB upon tho cylinder. 
When the cylinder is set in motion it ro- 
tates, and at the same time moves endwiao. 
If while rotating a person utters a suu- 
tcHce in front of the tube tho movement 
of the diaphragm causes the point upon 
it to indoiit the tin foil, so that for every 
movement of the diaphragm the jjoint in- 
de'.jt- tho foil. If tho movement is great 
a deep indenture will be made, and if 
small a shallow one ia made, and thus 
every movement of the diaphragm is ac- 
curately recorded by indentotiona in Ijbe 
foil. 'I'o reproduce the sounds all that is 
necessary is to turn the cylinder back to 
its original po.-dtiou and btart again, the 
point upon tho diaphragm riding in nnd 
out of the indentations sets it in motion 
and thus reproduce 8 all the original move- 
ments. 

Mr. Edison had his improved machine 
on private exhibition in tho (Vestern Uni- 
on Telegraphic olhco on Monday, aud 
Prosidout Orton and a riumbor of other 
gonllemeu connected with tho coinpuny 
tested its extraordinary powers cf repeat- 
ing t-polien words. On one occasion three 
giuiili'inen spoko m succession — tho first 
ia Englisb, the si cond in Spanish, and 
the third in lluugnrian — and tho machine 
re])eati' ! tlni woiils so as to bo hear.l dis- 
imctly by a dozen |)ers<>ii8 standing near 
thi.Mippaiatus. ''Old U.iclo Ned" and a 
verso of a Spanish Iovh song were next 
sung, and reproduced by tho instrument 
to ilie satisfaction of all.

A Case ot Specific Gravity. 

No admission fee is charged to visitors 
to tho bonanZii mills, tho only roquisito 
being a permit from tho Superintendent; 
but a I'ldy who visited tho California pan- 
mill last Sunday paid §20 for tho privi- 
lege, nnd was taught a lesson in natural 
philosophy, in this wise: Mr. Long, the 
foreman, was showing three ladies and a 
gentleman tlirough tho mill, and kindly 
explaining tho functions of tho varioi.s 
aettlera, pans, and so forth. Tho quick- 
silver bowls standing near tho amalgamat- 
ing pans attracted the attention of the 
visitors, and t boy inquired wbat uae tbe 
odd-looking concerns wore put to. He ex- 
plained their uso, but tho ladies did not 
seem to catch tho sonsu of his remarks 
vry readily. Thoy socined quite puzzled. 
Mr. Long re[io:it(:d his ex[danatiou, but 
tho ladies manifested more surprise than 
ever, lu order to make himself under- 
stood, Mr. Long then gave a practical do- 
monstration of tho working of tho bowls, 
by ])ulling up tho stopper which chocks 
tho inflow of the beautiful motal from tha 
pipe connecting with tho supply tank. 
The bowl immodialcly tilled with quick- 
silver, tho surface looking clean and 
bright. Tho party could not resist the 
temptation of dipping their fingers in tho 
metal. Thoy withdrew them as clean as 
whon they put them in. This surprised 
them. Mr. Long throw bunch of koys 
in tho bowl. They floated. This was a 
pleasant experiment. A gentleman with 
the party then threw a pocket knife in the 
bowl, it, also, iioiiled. The ladies were 
delighted. Mr. Colby, the Chief Engi- 
neer of tho mill, having just been reliev- 
ed, came along, lie threw a four-bit piece 
in. It floated, of couiao, aud bo took it 
out and rubbed it dry. Tho quicksilver 
having absorbed nil tho impurities on the 
coin, it looked bright as burnisbod gold. 
One of tho ladies said it was beautiful,and 
anotbar took a $20 gold piece out of her 
pooket-book and threw it in. Mr. Long 
and Mr. Colby saw the movement, but 
said nothing. Tho suucifio gravity of gold 
as compared with quicksilver being as 
seventeen is to fourteen, the coin sank out 
of sight, to tho utter dismay of the ladies 
and tha groat mortification of tho owner 
of the S20 This feeling did not lastlong, 
however, as Mr. Long assured them that 
in a day or two ho could probably restore 
the lost money iu tho furni of amalgam, 
as he would have to use tho quicksilver to 
work the next charge put in the pans. 

A Terrible Leap. 

The Prcscott Tclejraf.h of the 3d Jan. 
has tho following: About 2 a, m. on Sa- 
turdoy morning tho inmates of tha Re- 
vere House were awakened by hearing 
tho smashing of furniture. In tho ollice 
of tho hotel wero the night watch, Mr. 
Freeman I. Daniels and two or three 
other gentlemen. On bearing tbe noise 
they wora at first unable to locate it, but 
concluded that it was upstairs, and seiz- 
ing a lamp proceeded in tho direction of 
tho sounds. On reaching tho third story 
they discovered that the noise proceeded 
from room No. G, which is situated in the 
rear of the house in the third story, in 
which was a young man named David 
Goodin. Having located the sound they 
accelerated their footstO[)s. but before 
roiiohiug tho door of the room thoy heard 
a crash of glass, then all was quiet. On 
trying to open tho door they found it fast- 
ened, and wore obliged to force an en- 
trance, but discovered that thoy wero too 
late, as the upper sash ot the window had 
bsen broken out, aud the occupant of tho 
room bad disappeared. Thoy then hast- 
ened down stairs and out into the yard, 
where they found Gpoilio, bleeding, bruis- 
ed, and insensiljlo. Ho was at once pick- 
ed up and carried into tho houso, and Dr. 
Chipmau sent for, who pronounced Good- 
in in a dangerous state, but strange to say 
no bonos were broken. The window from 
which Goodin jumpi-d ia fully thirty-tivo 
feet above tho ground, and in his descent 
he came in contact with another building 
in tho rear, thus to a certain extent break 
ing his fall. Throughout Saturday nnd 
Sunday tho young mau lay in a comatose 
state, but on Monday morning regained 
his sen.'^os, and was with difficulty able 
to speak. Goodin bad retired to his 
room about an hour previous to his 
mishap, having been aitting up v/ith one 
of tbe employees of the hotel who was 
sick. Ho is a young man of steady habits 
and not addicted to overindulging in al- 
cholic stimulants. It appeam, however, 
that ha is a somnambulist, and has been 
known on former occasions to get up in 
his Bleep and act violently in bis room, 
and to this habit, in all probability mi».y 
be attributed the terrible accident which 
has befallen him. That be escaped in- 
stant death is almost a miracle, but wo 
fear that fatal results will yet follow tho 
fall. Young Goodin breathed his last at 
any early hour on Ni.-w Years' morning, 
Coroner Eastou held an inquest on the 
remains, and the jury returned a verdict 
to tbe effect that tbe deceased had come 
to his death from injuries sustained by 
jumping out of a window while in a som- 
nambulistic state. 



A STEAMSHIP SENSAllON. 



Slumbering Passengers Aroused by an 

Explosion. 

NKwroRT, R.I., Jan. 5. — Tho steamtr 
Old Colony, 1 all River line, left port at 
3:35 B.m., for New York. When abont 
six milea west of Point Judith, at 4:40 

a.m., a loud rnijort was beard, awnksning 
tho slumbering passongors, who opened 
too cabin doors only to be mot by smoke 
and steam. Tho pasaongors climbed out 
of the cabin windows ou to tho deck. 
Upon investigation they found that tho 
flange of the upper sieam chest, which 
connects the vertical steam pipe running 
above the hurricane dock, had burst, 
breaking tho pipe squaiely off. One of 
tho steam copper pipes leading from the 
boilor was badly twisted off, and the 
smoke stack damaged, it being thrown 
across tho upper deck. Tho sea was run- 
ning very high at tbe time, the waves 
dashing over her. Rockets were sent up 
for signals of distress, and whistles blown 
until her steam was oxhausted, but no re- 
lief came. While she was drifting at the 
mercy of tbe waves, about 3 p.m., the 
Now York Wrecking Company's steamer 
Iteliof came in sight and rendered her as- 
sistance, having picked her np about 
twenty milea poutheast of Point Judith. 
Tho news of the disabled steamer not hav- 
ing reached Newport until near one 
o'clock, the steamer Eolius, of the Wick- 
ford Line, and tho torpedo boat Nina, 
went out in search of her, nnd having 
found her in tow returned to Newport. 
Old Oolooy, in tow of Relief, arrived 
here about 6:30 p.m. Ti.e passengers 
speak in the highest praise of theoffioors. 
The Old Colony had about 75 passengers 
and a large amount of freight. Somo of 
the freight was thrown overboard. No 
one hurt badly; one lady slightly scalded. 

A Thrilling Life History Ending Under 
the Wheels of a Locomotive. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 4. — Profeaa- 
or Mattwitz was killed this morning 
while walking on the Misouri Pacific 
Switch, opposite the Union elevator. 
He was knocked down by some passing 
freight cars, and tho life crushed out 
of liim in a few minutes. Tbe body 
lay near tho track for three hours be- 
fore the mutilated retjiains were gath- 
ered up. Tbe unfortunate man bad 
been an impecunious and eccentric 
teacher of music and lancuages, and 
was known as the llussiau count. He 
i.'ns at one time captain in the Russian 
army, but was banished to Siberia on 
account of a duel. His escape to Am- 
erica forms a thrilling chapter of per- 
sonal adventure and sufiFering. The 
count retdded in Kansas City for about 
two years, and ut one time was profess 
or of languages in tbe High School, 
Latterly bo became reduced in circum- 
stances, could not pay his bills, and, 
it is said, in a fit of melancholy .plunged 
his body under the wheels of the pass- 
ing freight train.

WAsniNQTON, Jan. 5. — A letter from 
Col. W. T. Knox, dated Singapore, 
Dec. Gtb, says: — The Siamese are put- 
ting their forts, ships, and army in 
fighting condition, in anticipation of 
trouble with tho Chinese. A largo 
force is working on tho forts at tbe 
mouth of the Meiiiam River, The 
embargo ui)ou the exportation of rico 
will probably close ou tho 31st of De- 
cember, as the harvest is much better 
than expected. Several ships are in 
port awaiting the raising of the em- 
bargo to loud rice. GMie number of 
American ships that arrived iu Bang- 
kok harbor for tbe first eleven months 
of 1877 is double the whole amount 
for 1876, and there are prospects of an 
iucrease in 1878. The Siamese au- 
thorities are desirous of increasing 
trade with the United States, aud 
nromise to do overytbing iu their pow- 
er to accomplish that result. 

There has been a severe drought in 
Java, especially around Batavia. The 
rainy season is much later than usual. 

A Russian' Princess in Prison. 

A Russian lady, Pr nccss ManwelofT, 
having fallen into an objectionable habit 
of hiti ing her governess, a lady of noble 
birlh, in tlio face, tho latter bulged a com- 
plaint against tier mistress with tho local 
Jii-ticM of tho place, who with oommen- 
dalilo consideraiion for the rank of the ac- 
cused, let her off with three dajs' arrest 
in her own house. Tho governess, who 
was so unrea-onablo as to feel dissaii-fied 
with this judgment, appealed to a higher 
court, «bo quashed the first seutonce, 
aud substituted for it three moutus' ini- 
pri?oninent iu the common jail, where the 
Princess iManweloff (who iu her present 
situation can scarcely be dfscribedasa 
"woman \yell off") will Inivo aniplo time 
to reflect ou the im]5rudenci' of ndsing her 
fists for the chastising of goverutssess, 
ospeoially when they are of noble blood. 
Blows in Russia are the peculiar privilege 
of tbe plebs. 

Destitution i;-; Nkw Yokk.— The Secre- 
tary of tho "Association for Improving 
the Condiiion of the Poor," says that tho 

"destitution in New York was never so 

great as now. aud uant is leaidiing a cIubs 
to whom it has nithoit'i boon a stranger," 
Although the weather in December of the 
previous year WHS so much mure severe 
than tbe post inoiitb h.iH been, tho num- 
ber of api)'iea ions for relief has been 
nearly doub.e that of last year at a cor- 
res])ending time. Not luuf.' since a lady 
applied to the a.ssociation for relief, who, 
a fi w yoar.s ago, lived on iMadiHuii avenue 
in comfort and luxury. She now occu- 
pies a basement room of a tenement boupo 
with her little children, and is dependent 
upon the asaooiation until she can obtain 
some pupils to whom she can give lessons 
A merchant who, a short time ago, was 
worth many thousands, now lives in a 
garret, utterly without means until ho 
can find employment. Such cases simply 
illustrate the vicissitudes of life, jjet 
those who are able, kindly help the less 
fortunate. None can tell bow soon the 
time jmay como when they themsolves 
may need sympathy and assistance. 



The schoouer Ida Iilny from Apia, 
Navigator Islands, arrived yeslorday, 
after a voyage of 54 days, bringing a 
cargo of native produce, coiisigiKid to 
ThomaH Jennings. The news from tho 
Island is contained in the Sainoau 
"Times," anew paper, the first num- 
ber of which was issued October Gth, 
1877. 

Tbe particulars of the first execution 

of tho death sentence ou the Island is 
given in the issue of tbe paper of No- 
vember 10th. Tho authorities evi- 
dently resolved to do tho first job iu 
the hanging lino effectually, for they 
let the culprit bang for twelve hours.' 

It seems from tbe published accounts 
that Cochrane killed a mau named 
James Fox. The deceased was an 
American citizen, and tho culprit also 
claimed to be one. Cocbrauo was tried 
for tbe ofi'ense before a Consular Court 
composed of tbe United States Consul 
and several American citizens, and ho 
was found guilty. After his conviction 
ho was put on board the vessel Ida 
May for passage to San Francisco to 
receive soutence. Tbe Sanioaites have 
stroug faith iu local govorumeufc, and 
a meeting of citizens was called, whon 
a resolution was adopted that as the 
crime was committed un the island the 
punishment should bo iiillicted thoro 
also, aud it was then decided that the 
prisoner should be bung; a vole being 
taken, 44 ayes w«re cast against 5 noes. 
Cochrane was therouponromoved from 
the vessel. Ho stated that he had 
been misled by bad company, but pro- 
tested bis iuuoconco of the crime laid 
to his charge. He wat then leu to a 
cocoanut tree, and bung at a height of 
thirty feet from tbe ground. The exe- 
cution took place at ten o'clock at night 
aud tbe body was not taken down till 
10 o'clock tbe next morning. This is 
the first execution on tho island. 

The coriespondent of the Jennings 
firm at Apia writes as follows concern- 
ing the execution : 

"We ca'. ' near having somo trouble 
with a pasKOugor, whom (irillin jdaced on 
board at 3 p.m., to bo sent to San Fran- 
ciaco, but at 9 o'clock tho same evening 
tho iiriaoner was suspended by the neck 
from a cocoanut treo, and hung there un- 
til 10 a.m. the next day." 

From the reports in tho Times it appears 
that on September Ist the Amerii;au Con- 
sul, Griffin, took possessioD of tho store 
of G. J. Smith k Co., a British firm, for 
I debt, alleged to be duo to tha San Fran- 
cisco Cracker Company, and ejectatl thoae 
who bad charge of tho premi-es. and on 
the 19th of September lie established bis 
offlct in a house leased by Messrs. Smith, 
when he was served with a notice not to 
hoist theAmerii:an colors on the building, 
and this was accompauied with a request 
to leave. The Consul gave no heed to 
the notice, nnd he was subsequently wait- 
ed on by a deputation, when ho again de- 
clined to leave, stating that he would not 
vacate possession until carried thorefiom. 
Tbe company seems to h.avo beliovcd tha 
Consul to bo in dead earnest, for immedi- 
ately be was lifted with his chair and 
planted in the middle of the street. The 
affair is chronicled with a great deal of 
oircum»tuntiality in tbe now journal, with 
an expression of regret that tho Consuls 
do not act together in harmony. — S. F.
